In offering our thirteenth catalogue to you, we wish to thank all of our customers 
of years gone by for their patronage. We would appreciate having you speak a good 
word to your friends about our bulbs, and if you are not in need of bulbs, you might 
hand this catalog to that neighbor or friend. Our bulbs grew fairly well in 1957, and 
the bulblets made better bulbs than usual. We attended several shows, and won a few 
ribbons on our seedlings including an AMERICAN HOME ACHIEVEMENT AWARD, 
on three spikes of JUDI-LYNN. We tagged a large number of seedling groups for 
further testing, and discarded 110 that had been on test for three seasons. We succeeded 
in growing a fine large group of new seedling bulbs, and had good luck with a nice 
seed crop. We welcome visitors any time, and especially when the seedlings are in 
bloom. Better drop in about the first of August, and look them over with us. We 
tried out quite a number of new varieties, Party Ruffles being outstanding, as was 
also Li’l Abner, one of the finest “smalls” we have grown. Golden Sunshine, Rose Spire 


and Campanile made excellent spikes, too. 


THAT SEEDLING PATCH! 


The Spring and Summer of 1957, was one of the poorest growing seasons for 
Gladiolus we have ever experienced. The extreme heat came on with one downpour 
of rain after another; and many of our early plants died out. Those that survived 
made extra fine bloom, and our season did come out fairly well at the finish. We have 
about 160 older seedlings, many in rather large quantity that we will continue with in 
1958. We discarded 111, mostly from our 1955 selections. Our old favorite, SUGAR ELL 
had a very good season, and supplied our up-town flower shop with thousands of bloom 
in the late season. This seedling will produce extra fine spikes from No. 5 bulbs, and 
exhibition spikes from threes and fours. However it blooms so late that we do not make 
any effort to get it into the shows. We dug almost thirty thousand bulbs of it this Fall. 
My son Bill says: Dad, let’s sell some bulbs of this in January, 1959! Well, it is up to 
him. 

We brought in a winner in the AMERICAN HOME ACHIEVEMENT AWARD con- 
test in our show, with one we have named JUDI-LYNN, after a granddaughter. This 
glad is a very light pink, or blush pink; in 300-size, that seems able to hold 12 to 14 
blooms open in good shape. It probably favors one of its parents, Phantom Beauty in 
that respect, altho the color is brighter and sharper. Its seed parent was a seedling of 
Magnolia X Strawberry Peach. We have about 800 bulbs and two quarts of bulblets 
ready to plant next Spring. Another seedling we named Kandy—after another grand- 
daughter; and this glad is a real peppermint-stick color, with a beautiful orange blotch. 
It was Champion of the State Show at Spencer in 1956. The 300 bulbs we have seem 
healthy and good, so we might get a pretty fair start with it in 1958. It grows tall 
and straight. 


We have a promising white glad, that has a faint pink feather, and one that almost 
makes the 500 class. It has one feature we like very much. After cutting and setting 
in a cool room over night it seems to have a definite GLOW or glisten that we seldom 
find in any other glad. It grows very strong and powerful spikes and seems to have 
excellent health. It captured the 3-spike Blue in our show.
